ROOSEVELT DENOUNCED 
FOR ATTACKTING LONG: 


Dr. Long Says Roosé¢velt Has Gone 
Out of His Way To Malign a Pri. 
vate Citizen Whose Life Has 
Been Honorable and De. 
mands Apology. 


Stamford, Conn., May 28.—Dr. William 
i. Long today made public a letter sent 
by him to President Roosevelt. The liet- 
ter says in part: 

“To His Excellency, Theodore Roose- 
velt, President of the United States.— 
Dear Sir:, The issve between you and 
me is no longer one of animals, -ut one 
of men. It is not chiefly 4 question, of 
matural history, but of truth and per- 
@onal honor. In a recent magazine ar- 
ticle you deliberately attack me, as well 
as my book. You have used the enor- 
mous influence of your official position 
to discredit me as a map to injure my 
reputation, and incidentally to make a 
poor man even poorer by destroying, if 
possible, the sale and influence of his 
works. In my book I have given the re- 
sult of long years of watching animals 
fn the wilderness, with no other object 
than to study their habits, and so far 
@S man can, to understand the mystery 
of their dumb life. 

Says He’s as Honest as Roosevelt. 

“In every preface I have stated, and 

Z mow repeat the statement that every 
fncident I have recorded from my own 
Observation is true, as far as an honest, 
educatéd man can see and understand 
the truth. In your recent attack, this is 
gwhat you chiefly deny. I have spoken 
the truth, and you accuse me of de- 
liberate falsehood and misrepresentation. 
As president of the United States you 
have gone out of your way publicly to 
injure the private citizén’who was at- 
tending strictly to his own business, and 
@6 a Man, you have accused of falsehood 
another man, whose ideals of truth and 
honor are quite-as high as your own. 
This is the whole issue between, us. _ 1 
‘Meet it squarely, and so must you. If 1 
have spoken falsely, if in book or work of 
mine I have intentionally deceived any 
child or m@n regarding animal life, I 
promise publicly to retract evéry such 
word and never to write another ani- 
mal book. On the other hand, if I show 
to any digtinterésted person that you 
have accused me falsely, you must pub- 
Nely withdray your accusation and apol- 
Ogize. As a man and as _presiuent, no 
other honorable course is open to you. 
You base your recent charges chiefly on 
the matter of a big white wolf-kh ng a 
young caribow by a bite in the chest, de- 
scribed by me in ‘Northern Trails.’ 

“You deqlare the thing to be a mathe- 
matical impossibflity, and declare ‘by no 
oe could a wolf perform the) 
eat. 


Dr. Long Brings Witnesses, 


Dr. Long declares he knows from his 
Own observation, and from the testimony 
of Indians that wolves do some times 
kill in this way, and then quotes .the 
signed andi witnessed statement of S. J. 
Hapidan, an educated Sioux Indian, who 
States he sa wa horse which a wolf had 
killed by tearing his chest. In addition 
fo this, Dr. Long says he himself had 
seen a deer wirich had been slain in this 
manher be a wolf, anid further recites 
that his Indian guide, a Mitchell, of 
Bonny Bay, New Foundland, declares 
that -the big white wolf frequently kills 
caribou in this manner. 

* Continuing, Dr. Long says: 

“These are the facts underlying the in- 
cident which you declare to be impos- 
sible and false. If this testimony is not 
enough, 3k will fill it up to full Scrip- 
ture measure. 

“You cannot. at this stage, Mr. Roose- 
velt, take refuge behind: the presidential 
office and maintain silence. You have: 
forfeited your right to that silence by 
breaking it my coming out in public to 
attack a private citizen. If your talk 
of a square deal is not al] @ sham, if 
your frequent morai. preaching is not 
hypocrisy, I call upon you, as president, 
as a man, to come out and admit the er- 
ror and injustice of your charge in the 
game open and public way in which you 
made it.”

STIFF PROTEST MADE. 
BY SECRETARY METCALF 


He Takes Matter Up With Governor 
Swanson and Asks Latter to 
Take Some Action to Funish 
the Amusement Com. 

pany. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—Discrt- 
mination against the blue jacket uniform 
of the navy, at the dancing pavilion of 
the Ping Beach and Amusement park, 
a resort adjacent to the Jamestown ex- 
position, has led Secretary Metcalf to 
vigorous action. Complaint was made (‘o 
the navy department by Lieutenant J. V. 
Babcock, commanding the United States 
steamship Truxton, on May I|6. 

Protest to Governor Swanson. 

The substance of this report and po- 
sftion taken by Secretary Metcalf in 
the matter is given by him in the fol- 
lowing letter to Governor Swanson, of 
Virginia, mailed May 22: ° 

“This department is in receipt of an 
unofficial report from the commanding 
officer of the United tSates steamship 
Truxton, dated iPne Beach, Va., May 
16, 1907, with regard to a case of dis- 
respect to the service uniform; which 
has occurred during the sojourn of the 
flotilla off Pine Beach. ’ 

“The commanding officer of the Trux- 
ton states that the dancing pav.i0n .of 
Pine Beach refuses. admittance to men 
in blue jackets uniform; at the same 
time grant unqualified admittanke to 
soldiers in uniform. On receipt of com- 
plaint from well-behaved and self-re- 
specting men of the vessel, a first-class 
petty officer was instructed to apply for 
admittance, and if refused to see the 
manager and ask reasons for such ac- 
tions. « 
Objected to Uniforms. 

“Such direction being carried out, 8. 
E. Lane, gunners’ mate, of thé first- 


class, on the (5th ‘instant, was refused 


admission to the dancing pavflion, the 
manager stating that ‘Under no circum- 
stances would men in luejackets uni- 
form be admitted; that the men were not 
objected to, but their uniform was, and 
that if they wished to go in and dance, 
other clothes would be furnished them.’ 
Request was made to see the ‘other 
clothes’ mentioned, and the petty offi- 
cer was shown) a dressing room where 4 
stock of white. clothes were kept, ‘very 
much similar to the regulation mess at- 
tendant uniform.’ On ‘being informed 
that the matter would be reported to 
the proper authorities, the manager 
stated that the action would do no good, 
and would be a waste of time. 

“This park Ys advertised as being un- 
der the management of the Columbia 
Amusement Company, Incorporated, W. 
F. Crawl, president- 

Gevernor Asked to Act. 


“As the navy is doing everything 
its power to make the exposition. a suc~ 
cess, your attention is Invited to the in- 
stance of apparent discrimination against 
the service uniform, and it is believed 
that some action should be taken there- 
on by withho'ding license or otherwise. 
If such practices be permitted, the re- 
sult will, this department fells assured, 
prove highly prejudicial to ‘the naval 
service by causing the uniform of ‘ the 
navy to be looked upom with disfavor. 

“Commending the matter to your ear- 
nest attention, I shall be glad to be ad- 
vised of such action as you may deem It 
appropria to take in the premises, it 
being ‘understood, of course, that what- 
ever is done in this connection, to be of 
value. must be done without delay. 

' “Very respectfully, 

“B. H. MESTCALF, Secretary.” 

A copy of this letter was sent to 
President Tucker, of the Jamestown Ex- 
position Company, by Secretary Metcalf, 
to which he added: 

“Your interest and cooperation in the 
taking of such prompt steps as may be 
practicable for the correction of the dis- 
crimination against men in the® naval 
uniforms by any concerns over which 
the authorities of the exposition have 
jyrisdiction are earnestly requested.” 

Swanson and Tucker. 

Both Governor Swanson and President 
Tucker replied to Secretary Metcalf un- 
der date'of May 24. . 

Governor Swanson said that he would 
at once do everything he could personal- 
ly and under the law. to have the dis- 
crimination stopped. President ‘Tucker 
explained that the Pine Beach park was 
entirely outside of the grounds of the 
exposition dnd that the exposition com- 
pany had no authority or control over 
its management. Mr. Tucker expressed 
hearty sympathy with the secretary's 
positiog and said he would do every- 
thing ‘he could as a c itizen of the com- 
monwealth to prevent discrimination 
against the navy uniform. 

The matter is now in the hands of the 
law department of the navy. Secretary 
Metcalf places no blame on the exposi- 
tion company, inasmuch as the discrimi- 
nation has occurred entirely beyond its 
jurisdiction, but he js determined to take 
all legal steps possible to prevent its 
continuance.

Perjury and forgery itm the third de- 
gree are. charged. No . indictments 
were found against present officials of 
the society. This announcement was 
made tonight by the district attorney’s 
office... The grand jury concluded its 
duties and was discharged. 

Jordan Will Plead Today. 

Mr. Jordan will apear in the supreme 
court tomorrow to plead to the indict- 
mente and furnish bail. His son, Frank 
B. Jordan, called upon District Attor- 
ney Jerome tonight. During the prog- 
ress of the grand jury: inquiry Mr. 
Jordan, Sr., had been represented at 
times as being in Europe and at other 
times as touring the west. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he haa for several weeks, 
it developed tonight, been dividing his 
time between Atlantic Citv and Engle- 
wood, N. J. Some time ago he re- 
turned from a trip to the south. 


Like the Higeman Case. 

As in the case of John R. Hegeman, 
president of the Metropolitan Life In- 
Surance Company, he was indicted by 
the same grand jury. The indictments 
against Jordan are based on year-end 
transactions recorded in the books of 
the Equitable while Jordan was its 
controller. These consist. of. entries 
‘made prior to the annual report to the 
state department of insurance, and are 
designed, it is charged, to mislead. the 
superintendent of insurance as to the 
real condition of the-company. Specific. 
ally, the forgery ‘indictments are 
founded on bookkeeping alterations and 
the charges of perjury on statements 
made to the insurance department.

Joseph M. Ter- 
rell, governor of Georgia.” 

The plate was made from gold taken 


from the Franklin mine of the Creigh- 
ton Gold Mining Company in Cherokee 
‘county. Twenty-two ounces of the 
virgin metal were used, its value be- 
ing above $400. The gold was contrib- 
uted by the mining company through 
the influence of Edward T. Brown and 
Hollins Randolph, well known Atlan- 
ta men, who are heavily interested in 
the company, and -who are close 
friends of Mr. Mitchell. The souvenir 
is to be presented to the president 
by Commissioner Mitchell at the white 
house Monday. Mr. Mitthell will be 
accompanied by Mr. Brown, who will 
make the presentation remarks. 

The plate, which is six inches by 
ten in size, is an exceedingly hand- 
some piece of work, having been turn- 
ed out by Maire & Berkele, the At- 
lanta jewelers, in whose window it

Agreement as to Maximum Rates 
for Light and Power of Private 
Consumers Will Form Part 
ef the Contract With 
the City. 


The special council committee to 
which was referred the bids for the 
city’s lHghting, and the regular com- 
mittee on electric lights and tele- 
phones, met yesterday afternoon and 
accepted the bid of the Georgia Rall- 
way and Electric Company for five 
years. 

With the acceptance of the bid there 
will be an agreement made by the 
company not to charge over a certain 
maximum rate for power and lighting 
to private consumers. 

Chairman Key, Councilman Terrell 
and the city attorney will be asked to 
draw up the contract so that it will 
be ready for the tity council to act 
upon next Monday afternoon. 

The bid of the Georgia Railway and 
Iklectric Company for five years gives 
a silding scale as follows: 

For the first year: Are lights $60 
each; incandescent lights $28 each. 

Second yeat: <Arc lights $59 each; 
incandescent lights $27.50 each. 

Third year: Arc lights $58 each; in- 
candescent lights $27 each. 

Fourth year: Arc lights $57 each; 
incandescent lights $26.50 each. 

Fifth year: Are lights $56 each; in- 
candescent lights $26 each. ' 

What the City Will Save. 


The city is now paying $75 a year 
each for are lights, and $33.75 each for 
incandescent lights. The number of arc 
lights in the city is 1,020; incandescent 
lights, 550. These figures show a sav- 
ing te the city hy the new contract 
for five years, which was accepted by 
the council committees yeSterday after- 
noon, as follows: 

First year, $18,462.50; second year, 
$19,757.50: third year, $21,052.50: fourth 
year, $22,347.50; fifth year, $23,642.50. 

This will make the total saving to the 
city for the five years $105,262.50. 

The company will sign an agreement 
which will form a part of the contract 
with the city not to charge consumers 
oft Power and light for commercial and 
private purposes more than 10 cents 
per kilowatt hour for lights and 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour for power. This 
maximum rate in both instances will 
be subject to a 10 per cent reduction 
if bills are paid before the {Oth of each 
month. 

The rates will not be made to apply 
to temporary consumers, such as cir- 
cuses and fairs. There will be inserted 
a clause tn the agreement stating that 
the maximum. rate will only apply to 
consumers with whom there is a con- 
tract for a year or longer. . 

There was no representative of the 
North Georgia Electric Company pres- 
ent and only the bid of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company was 
considered. 

Wha: Is a “Kilowatt Hourt’’ 


Just before the meeting of the two 
committees adjourned the members 
were asked what a kilowatt hour was 
and they all admitted they did not 
know. 

As explained by a representative of 
the company, a kilowatt hour is based 
on twenty lamps of sixteen candle 
power each burning one hour. If one 
lamp of sixteen candle power was 
burning it would have to burn twenty 
hours before a kilowatt hour was con- 
sumed; two lamps would have to burn 
ten hours, and so on. 

The contract with the Georgia Ralil- 
way and Electric Company will be 
adopted by the city council next Mon- 
day afternoon and a few days there- 
after the document will be properly 
signed. The new contract will go into 
effect rhe last of April, 1908.

President Garrett, of the Seaboard 
Air Line, Makes a Unique Sug- 
gestion in Regard to the 
Railroad Situation—Wants 
Cabinet Officer. 


Savannah, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)— 
“I believe that the time has come 
when congress should create & new 
cabinet position ang that it should 
be filled by a competent railroad mar 
who shéuld be known as secretary of 
transportation,” said W. A. Garrett, 
president of the Seaboard. Air Line, to- 
day. | 

“The great and increasing demands 
of the nublic upon the railroads is the 
main reason why I advance this sug- 
gestion at this time. 

“Such official should have great 
power over matters of transportation; 
shoula see that the roads give as good 
service as the occasion requires, and 
that they should also have the power 
of settling matters of this kind, and 
pointing out to the public the real 
situation as to the ability of roads to 
perform service at given rates and in 
general to establish a better under- 
standing between the roads and the 
people. Such an official should be of 
a broad mind and one whom the pub- 
lic, generally, has confidence in. He 
could warn the railroads when they 
were exceecing their rights and in 
addition could, when the occasion de- 
manded it, caution the public as to 
when they were pushing the roads too 
hard.”

_ Attorney Seaborn Wright told the 
, Jury that the prosecution expecteg to 
. Rrove that sample ‘bottles of medicine 

g Sentatnes strychnine and was matleé 
* in Chattanooga, that Mrs. Hooks died 
‘in thirty minutes after taking a tea- 
spoonful, and also expected to pro- 
. duce a written order from Groover to 
a Chattanooga firm for same quantity 
of strychnine that state chemist esti- 
_ mated was in the bottle, and would 
show that Groover kept for sale the 
- same brand of patent medicine as that 
pent Mrs. Hooks. 

Attorney Wright said .one witness 


would swear that he found a box of, 


“type concealed in Groover’s barn of 
Same style as that shown on the pack- 
age acdressed to Mrs. Hooks, also that 
_ Groover was the only person who 
could have had a motive in causing. 
her death, she being the principal wit- 
ness against him in a damage suit 
‘and two criminal.cases. He stated he 
would confidently expect a verdict of 
" guilty. : 

The “first withess, T. S. McClellan, 
postmaster at Chelsea, identified the 
mailing tube as having been received 
‘in a mail sack from Chattanooga on 
the morning of Mrs. Hook’s death. On 
’ cross examination he stated Hooks was 
standing within a few feet when the 
mail sack was wpened and the pack- 
age fell on the floor. He pickec it up 
and handed it to Hooks before hand- 
.ling other mail. 

Judge Lumpkin, one of the attorneys 
for the prosecution, identified the mail- 
ing tube, and Ira Hooks, ten-year-old 
son of deceased, testified that the tube 
had contained a small! bottle of nerve 
tonic and was given him by his father 
at the postoffice. Cross-examined, the 
little boy testified that his mother had 
been taking patent medicine of the 
same brand for some time. He swore 
that his mother had twice threatened 
_guicide. His father arrived from Men- 
low, three miles distant, four hours 
after her death. 

Drs. Freeman and Jennings arrived 
shortly after the death and described 
appearance. 

Dr. Freeman swore Hooks telephoned 
for attorneys before seeing his dead 
wife. The state chemist analyzed the 
stomach and found half a grain of 
strychnine, which was _ sufficient to 
cause death. From analysis of the 
. gontents of the bottle, it is estimated 

to have contained eighteen grains. A 
spoonful would contain about four 
grains. 

Coroner Palmer swore Hooks told 
him he expected to be accused of kill- 
ing his wife on account of domestic 
troubles. He did not appear to be 
grieved and showed no emotion while 
assisting the physicians in the au- 
topsy. 

Palmer was a witness for the pros- 
ecution. 

James and Henry Strickland and J. 
" King swore to witnessing acts of 
Intimacy between Groover and Mrs. 
Hooks. 

On cross-examination, Perry Strick- 
land admitted stating that he would 
spend $500 te break Groover’s neck. 
Four witnesses testified as to seeing 
Greover: and Mrs. Hooks in Chatta- 
nooga together. *Other witnesses, in- 
cluding several ladies, neighbors of 
parties, have testified as to suspicious 
actions of Groover and Mrs. Hooks and 
teatimony on this line being submitted 
at adjourning hours. Groover is sur- 
rounded in the court room by his wife, 
two children, his father and other rel-

COTTON NOT OVERCLASSED 


Hubbard Says That the Charges 
Made Against the Exchange Are 
Unqualifiedly False—Alleges 
That Cotton Merchants - 

_Endorse Exchange. 


New York, May 28.—President Walter 
C. Hebbard tonight made public a de- 
fense of the system of classification 
practiced by the New York cotton ex- 
change. His statement, which he says 
constitutes the first official expression 
in the exchange On the subject, is 4 
general denfal df the charges of over- 
classifying made in the action recently 
instituted against the exchange by T. ‘H. 
Price, and the Southern Cotton Asso- 
éiation. The statement, in part, fol- 
lows: 

“The charge made by Mr. Price and by 
the Southern’ Cotton) Association that 
the classification committee of the New 
York exchange has systematically Gver- 
classed cotton, so as to make it de- 
liverable on exchange contract on 4 
higher basis than its grade would war- 
rant, is absolutely and unqualifiedly 
false. 

“The attorney of the New York cot- 
ton exchange, Henry W. Taft, has in his 
possession for use in the Price action, 
affidavits from many of the leading 
cotton merchants of the country. These 
affidavits show clearly that the cotton 
delivered to the mermrants in question, 
under the rules of the New York cotton 
exchange, has been uniformly up to the 
established standard. 


Claims Honest Classification. 

“They show that the work of the 
classification committee has been honest 
and intelligent, and that the number of 
claims made with the exchange for er- 
rors in chassification have amounted for 
many years to less than ‘one- -twelfth of 
| per cent of the total number of bales 
inspeci¢d “‘ classified by the commit- 
tee. 

“As a seetber of fact, the only com- 
plaints which have reached the ex- 
change are from cotton merchants, 
who complained because the cotton 
shipped here for delivery on contract 
by them has been classed too high. 
The merchants making these affidavits, 
including firms which have received 
and shipped many thousands of bales 
of cotton classed by the New York cot- 
ton exchange, declare unqualifiedly that 
the system of classifying and deliver- 
ing through the exchange ts the fairest 
and best in existence in any cottom 
exchange in the world. 


Over Olassifying Denied. 
“The New York cotton exchange de- 
nies epecifically and in toto the charges 
that its olassification committee has 
engaged in the practice of overclassi- 


‘fying cotton, so that unsalable grades 


might be used for clearing contracts 
on the exchange. The exchange never 
has tolerated, and will not now toler- 
tate, overclassification of cotton shipped 
to this market. The record of the 
classification committee shows such ac- 
curacy and fairness in its work that 
merchants and spinners, though not 
members of the exchange, are continu- 
ally submitting to it for decision their 
disputes regarding classification.

Our foreign customers seem to have 
become persuaded that the meat con- 
tained in tins put out by American 
factories is a good thing to avoid. 
Just why they should consume a less 
quantity of meat products just now 
‘than they did a year ago, when the 
war against the packers was at its 
height, is a little baffling. The “in- 
spected and passed” label, which is 
'teken in America as a guarantee that 
the packers have reformed and that 
vigilant officers of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry are watching operations 
at the slaughter houses and prevent- 


ing the use of unwholesome and dis- 


eased meats, has not so fully con-

No Pay for the Players. 

Little Rock, Ark., May 28.—(Special.)— 
According to a ruling made by the 
president, W. M. Kavanaugh, of the 
Southern League, today, the Birming- 
ham club will not. have to pay the 
players of the league for the extra day 
caused by moving opening day ahead 
of the schedule.
